FIFTH INTERNATIONAL CONFERENCE 
OF STUDENTS. 

Every College Association should be repre- 
sented at the approaching International Con- 
vention, 

In addition to the hundreds of young men 
who will gather there, representing all depart- 
ments of business and professional life, a 
large number of students will be in attend- 
ance. 

Special sessions will be held at such times 
as will not conflict with the general exercises 
of the Convention, and will be devoted to the 
consideration of the various departments of 
College Association work. Some interesting 
and important questions are arising in the 
progress of the college work which require 
careful investigation and an intelligent opinion 
on the part of the students composing this 
Conference.

SUGGESTIONS TO DELEGATES. 


Careful attention to the following sugges 
tions will be of substantial aid to students 
who propose attending the International Con- 
vention. It would be well for each delegate 
to be presented with a copy of this BULLETIN, 
that he may avail himself of these points of 
information and advice. 

i. If your Corresponding Secretary has not 
already done so, send your name immediately 
after appointment to F. DeS. Helmer, general 
secretary Y. M. C. A., Atlanta, Ga., in order 
that entertainment may be secured. Your 
failure to do this will subject you to the risk 
of paying your own expenses at a hotel or 
boarding-house. Send your name also to the 
College Secretary without fail. 

2. Leave college in time to reach Atlanta by 
the hour of organization. 10 A. M., May 13th. 
It would be well for you to arrive the pre- 
ceding evening if possible. You will be met 
at the train by members of the Association 
whom you will recognize by their badges. 
Under no circumstances should you expect to 
leave before the close of the convention. 

3. You will be called upon during the con- 
vention for a subscription to carry on the 
International work for the next two years, 

Please call the attention of your Association 
to this fact before leaving, in order that you 
may be authorized to make a contribution for 
each of the two years following the Atlanta Con- 
vention. Still the inability of your Association 
to make a subscription, must not be allowed 
to interfere with your attendance at the Con- 
vention. The college secretary simply makes 
this suggestion in order that you may not have 
to respond *‘ uninstracted.” Many College As- 
sociations subscribe ten dollars a year to this 
cause. You should also be prepared to order 
a specified number of Convention Reports. 

4. Be prepared to state in one minute the 
most strikimg and helpful phase of your work. 





5. Bring your Bible. 

6. Your corresponding secretary will be in- 
formed as soon as possible concerning reduced 
railway rates. 

7. Remember that you are not only expected 
to represent your Association at the Conven- 
tion, but also to represent the Convention to 
the Association on your return. To this end 
a public meeting of your Association should 
be devoted exclusively to your report. You 
should, therefore, take such notes at the Con- 
vention as will enable you to make as clear, 
concise and comprehensive a report as possible, 

8. Be much in prayer for the presence and 
power of the Holy Ghost upon yourself and 
the Convention. 

9. Expect to lead some young man to Christ 
during your stay in Atlanta.
